We maritime workers are to- 
day on the eve of the conclusion 
of one of the most important 
strikes in the history of the 
American labor -movement; a 
struggle which tested the ability 
of the Maritime Federation to 
maintain the unity® of all the 
maritime workers.

PICKETINGBAN 
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Joins With Labor

HONOLULU. — Challenging 
Hawaii’s ancient anti-picketing 
laws as a violation of the right 
of free speech and assembly, 
members of the Honolulu Long- 
shoremen’s Association went out 
on the picket lines to ‘carry on 
their fight for collective bar- 
gaining and union recognition. 

First picketing began about 2 
p.m. when a squad of six long- 
shoremen appeared on the side 
walk in front of Pier 8 carrying 
placards. 

A New Spectacle 

By midnight 30 of the men, 
comprising five squads and dis- 
tributed at vantage points along 
the waterfront were peacefully 
picketing and carrying their un- 
ion message to the public. It was 
a rather startled public that 
viewed the proceedings — first 
militant spectacle of its kind in 
many long years. . 


All Nations” 


First passed to suppress Fili- 
pino workers during their fight 


for better conditions on the 
plantations in 1923, the anti- 
picketing law is being chal- 


lenged today by men of all races, 
all fighting for the same cause. 
Native Hawaiian longshoremen 
were the first to take the initia- 
tive on the picketing line. By 
midnight a picket line of “all 
nations” carried placards print- 
ed in English, Japanese, Hawai- 
ian and Filipino. 
Many Spectators 

All through the day and night 
a steady stream of citizens came 
down to the waterfront to wit- 
ness the picket parade and read 
the placards. 

According to an official re- 
lease made by unionists, picket- 
ing will continue day and night 
for 24 hours with squads shift- 
ing every two hours, 

Union Placards 

‘The following are some of the 
placards carried by the men: 

“Hawaiian longshoremen want 
a union of their own choosing.” 
“We are fighting for collective 
bargaining.” “Hawaii is an in- 
tegral part of the U. S.—so are 
Hawaiian workers.” “If you want 
statehood, treat Hawaiian long- 
shoremen, as Americans.” ‘The 
Bill of Rights grants us the right 
of free assembly.” “A _ tourist 
paradise; make it a workers’ 
paradise!” 


be finally defeated, can be seen 
in the victories already won in 
the fight. Although the Copeland 
Bill became effective Dec. 26th, 
the Administration was forced 
to postpone the issuance of the 
books till Jan. 20th by the na- 
tion-wide campaign in the labor

Then the mass delegation of 
East Coast seamen to Washing- 
ton, led by Joe Curran, forced 
them to again postpone the dead- 
line to Feb. 20th, and brought 
about the introduction of the 
Sirovich resolution into Congress 
which if passed will postpone 
the deadline on issuing the Cope- 
land books, and give the mari- 
time unions time to organize an 
even bigger struggle for amend- 
ing the Copeland Bill to elimin- 
ate all its anti-labor clauses, of 
which the Continuous Discharge 
Book is only one. The newly- 
reported’ postponement to March 
26th gives more time to organ- 
ize the struggle, but we must 
warn against any let-up in the 
fight. 
The Concern of All 

The Fink /Book can be de- 
feated, provided: the maritime 
unions don’t play into. the hands 
of T. G. Plant, who has already 
started his propaganda in the 
capitalist press, that there will 
be another strike next month 
against the Copeland Bill. This 
propagandd is designed to dis- 
credit the. waterfront se cut 
off labor and public support 
from them, and prepare the way 
for government arbitration, the 
legislation for which is already 
‘prepared by the Shipowners’ 
Lobby in Washington. Beware, 
therefore, of the attitude that 
the fight against the Copeland 
Book “only concerns the unli-

How to Avoid the “Flu” 


ANSWER—Influenza is a disease 
which seems to become widespread 
every 10 years. There was a great epi- 
demic in 1918, and. then again in 1928, 
with the disease receding in the years 
According to this, we should 
expect the “flu” to be worse next year 
than it is. this. We realize the danger of 
this especially when we remember that 
bad conditions create a favorable basis 
for an epidemic. The: big epidemic of 
1918 was directly due to the run-down 
condition of the war populations. 

To prevent catching the “flu” it is ad- 
vised to stay away from crowds, get 
plenty of sunlight and fresh air, avoid 
dampness and getting wet. If one of 
the , members. of the family is sick, keep 
the patient in a separate room, boil all 
of his dishes,. 
and wear a gauze mask over the

wash the hands after handling anything in the room, 
nose and mouth when attending 
_ teva sick person. Very important is to go to bed in a warm room 
when any symptoms of the “flu” develop. 


The treatment of the “flu” is fairly simple if no pneumonia 
develops. However, only a foctor can recognize any such devel- 
opment in'its early stages. It is therefore. very. important to have

I was in communication with 
Mr. Broman some time ago. 
There is little local news up 
here in the woods where I am 
so I have not sent anything to 
the Western Worker, of which I 
received a sample copy upon 
request. 

I have no cofmments to make 
on the paper. I am not familiar 
with the Communists’ work. I 
am in the* position of accepting 
both Christianity and Commu- 
nism. But by Christianity I 
mean the truth of Christianity 
and not the falses thereof. Con- 
sequently that the .truth of the 
situation today. is that the falses 
of religion or Christianity are 
rejecting and condemning Com- 
munism, but that true Christian- 
ity will not do this. And on the 
other side of the situation, Com-} 
munists are making the~ mistake 
of condemning all religion or 
Christianity as the enemy of 
Communism, when it is the falses 
of Christianity and not the 
truths that is the enemy. 

The position I take is not the 
condemning of Communists be- 
cause they are anti-religious and 
reject Christianity, for what 
they are really rejecting is the 
falses of Christianity not the 
truths, inasmuch as true Chris-. 
tianity is for Communism. But 
I take the position of condemn- 
ing the falses of religion or 
Christianity for supporting the 
capitalist system including Fas- 
cism, and for rejecting Socialism 
and Communism. And when 
working for the cause of Com- 
munism, if the Communist will 
not quarrel with me because I 
embrace Christianity also, I will 
not quarrel with him because 
he does not embace it. I will 
leave this matter to entirely ad- 
just itself in course of time, both 
in the individual Communist 
and in the Communist state. And 
fer the common cause of Com- 
munism we will work side by 
side.

“Only on.a temporary ba- 
sis,” they claim. 

This reorganization scheme 
must meet defeat at the hands 
of the people on election day. 


Progress in Wash. State... 


Labor tickets and people’s tick- 
ets in municipal elections con- 
stitute an idea that is provihg 
contagious up and down the Pa- 
cific Coast. Up in Seattle, the 
Washington Commonwealth Fed- 
eration, which is building to- 
ward a Farmer-Labor Party and 
to which are affiliated many 


trade unions, has put forward a! 


slate ‘in the municipal elections. 

Candidates for city council 
this year are Earl Gunther, a 
former vice-president of the 
Seattle Central Labor Council 
and°a member of the State Em- 
ployees Union, and Hugh De- 
Lacey, a teacher at the University 
Washington who represerits 
the Teachers Union in the Cen- 
tral Labor Council. 

Their program includes low 
cost housing for Seattle, justice 
to the unemployed, establish- 
ed of free medical and dental 
clinics, protection ‘of civil liber- 
ties, and opposition to strike- 
breaking. The WCF is also in- 
vestigating two “deals”—purchase 
of Stene and Webster’s Puget 
Sound Power and Light by the} 
municipally -owned City Light, 
and the modernization of street 
railways. 

In California, Los Angeles and 
Alameda County are moving 
forward for labor: slates; San 
Francisco needs to be the next 
to ee the progressive proces- 
sion, as witness the above com- 
ments on’ Mayor Rossi and Po- 
lice Ghief Quinn.

Loyal Communist

Organize the Unorganized! 


However, at present two 
things are of paramount impor- 
tance, pushing through an iron- 
bound agreement favorable to 
the union and finishing the task 
of organizing local candy work- 
ers still unorganized. (An agree- 
ment has now been signed.—Ed.) 

Dependence on the officials to 
bring about a heavenly situation 
is as yet an outstanding weak- 
ness of the rank and file, as it is 
becoming more .apparent that if 
correct steps are to be taken, 
the rank and file must supply 
the initiative. 

The present state of impati- 
ence of the membership has the 
officials worried, and the flat 
rejection of the agreement as 
proposed by the Industrial As- 
sociation made an extra .wrin- 
kle in._the brow of Brother 
Lundquist. 

“An Injury to One...” 

How2ver, impatience and re- 
fusing to be easily fooled will 
not win, unless potent energy is 
crystallized into correct action 
by the rank and file. 


Tendency of a few members to 


think in terms of personal gain 
must be changed. The welfare 
of the majority and the good of 
the union must be the conc2m 
at al] times. 

The importance of standing 
pat on a concession for the clos- 
ed shop is of great importance, 
especially due to rush and slack 
seasons. 

Need Closed Shop 

A factory employing say 30 
women during the busy season 
may employ five or 15 during 
a slack period, so some women 
are left idle. Thus bad feeling 
often results when employers 
play favorites, and some women 
get in more days per week or 
over a period of a month, than 
other women. 

With the closed shop, the un- 
jon can control hiring. The wo- 
men themselves can arrange a 
totation hiring system whereby 
the work will be more equalized. 

The skilled candy makers must 
see to it that a clearly defined 
clause as regards their trade, is 
injected into the agreement so 
that unscrupulous employers will 


them of their proper wages. 

Beware of Shyster Lawyers 

The battery of lawyers in the 
hire of the Industrial Associa- 
tion, are old hands at making a 
harmful clause in the agreement 
appear beneficial ‘to the union. 
To counteract this danger, the 
union should procure the’ serv- 
ices of a dependable attorney to 
see that the wording of the 
agreement is such that the in- 
tentions will work out, as agreed 
upon. -

7. Any man signed up and 
discharged without his: consent 
before Sailing, shall be paid one 
month’s wages unless his dis- 
charge was due to physical dis- 
ability. . 

No Discrimination 

8. The employers shall not dis- 
criminate against any employee 
on account of color, creed, politi- 
cal affiliation or union activities.

bor. 
Hits Gambling 


The ACWU is unalterably op- 
posed to gambling in any form 
on board ships and in the can- 
neries. Foremen are expected to 
cooperate with the delegates, in 
eliminating these vices for the 
welfare of the union andydndiv- 
iduals. 

The union is not opposed to 
workers drinking, but it is op- 
posed to drunkenness, as drunks 
‘end to disturb the peace of the 
fellow workers.

The union also wishes to call 
the attention of cardsharps who 
kept workers on the ships awake 
all night with their noisy games. 
The delegates on ships will see 
that this gambling ceases. 

The ACWU is not a salvation 
army, but this is no reason why 
we should tolerate vices and ex- 
ploitation of fellow workers by 
he: fellow workers.

Union is trying to get their 
delegates seated on the Central 
Labor Council and are also try- 
ing to affiliate with the Califor- 
nia State Federation of Labor.

The Deep Sea and Purse Seine 
Fishermen’s Union is 100 per 
cent behind the Cannery Work- 
ers’ Union strike, according to 
the officials of both unions.

Riverside Ordinance 
PICKETING BAN 


RIVERSIDE Despite judicial 
decisions in. Long Beach, Berke- 
ley and Oakland which declare 
picketing’ legal in the face .of 
ordinances to the contrary, the 
Riverside County Board of Sup- 
ervisors recently passed an or- 
oe declaring picketing ille- 
gal. 


Use a Pretext 

This reactionary action put 
forth the usual pretext that it 
was not aimed against “peace- 
ful picketing, ” but against pick- 
eting in which “acts of violence, 
threats and intimidation play a 
part. This was described as “Red 
Activity,” in a leading article in 
the reactionary Riverside Daily 
Press. 

The act was put over at the 
direct insistence of the Associated 
Farmers, including their local 
president and spokesman, Cecil 
Funk, who covered up their 
sponsorship of putting a legal 
stamp on lawless activity against 
labor by charges that “Commu- 
nist radicals” are the cause of 
labor disputes. 

Hypocritically, City Attorney 
Frank Miller of Banning declar- 
ed that peaceful picketing is the 
undeniable right of labor and 
should never be infringed. Yet 
the Daily Press goes on to de- 
scribe the act as follows: 

‘Under the clauses of the law, 
loitering in which intended ob- 
struction of entrances, roads, 
sidewalks and public highways 
is in evidence, is classed as a 
violation. Abusive language, ges- 
tures which are construed to 
frighten employees, and any sort 
of “intimidation. are also termed 
misdemeanors.” 

Little doubt remains as to 
what Riverside county officials 
will “construe” as coming under 
these provisions. 


Sta. Monica Anti- 
Picket Law Hit 


SANTA MONICA.—Charges of 
violating the anti-handbill ordin- 
ance, which had been pressed

20% PAY RAISE. 


Companies ea Can Pay 
It and Unions Say 
“Come Across” 


CHICAGO’ — A 20% boost 
in basic wage rates is demanded 
of the railroads by the general 
chairman of the five brother> 
hoods in the running trades. fol- 
lowing a week of debate in Chi- 
cago, The unions making the 
demand, which the companies 
will have to acknowledge in 
some way in 30 days, are the lo- 
comotive engineers, firemen, 
conductors, trainmen and switch- 
men. 

Discussion, which seemed on 
the verge-of deadlock several 
times, centered in the issue of 
percentage versus flat increases. 
The engineers and conductors, 
with the highest scales, wanted 
a percentage advance. 

The other three: unions wanted 
the flat boost, complaining that 
a percentage increase would still 
further widen the gulf between 
their compensation and- that of 
the “aristocrats” among the rail 
workers. The issue is said to be 
still live and likely to be re- 
introduced in the negotiations 
with the managements if the 20 
per cent demand is not granted. 

Roads Can Pay 
That the roads are easily able 


to pay higher wages to meet the . 


rising cost of living of their em- 
ployes can be gathered from the 
financial pages of the metropoli- 
tan press and from the railroad 
columns of the financial jour- 
nals, publications not read- by 
the ordinary worker. 

The -Wall Street editor of The 
New York Times crows his sat- 
isfaction over the railroad fi- 
nancial gituation in these terms 
Jan. 21: “Preliminary reports 
of railroad earnings for 1936 
proved pleasant: reading in Wall 
Street. Companies which have 
reported showed returns last 
year were rapidly approaching 
the levels of 1929 and 1930, one 
company showing the best net 
income for any year in its his- 
tory. The next few months will 
show the extent to which the 
dropping of the (freight) sur- 
charges will have affected rail- 
road revenues, but opinion ex- 
pressed in railroad circles is 
that they will rise despite the 
loss.”
